RANGOON, Feb 6 —The amazing 
American volunteer pilots operating 
with the R.A.F. in defense of Ran­ 
goon skies shot down another seven 
Japanese planes today, possibly de- 
stroved five, and flew back to their 
base without los-es.

Japanese planes in aerial dogfights, 
and were credited with another five 
j “possibles.'* Thus today’s toll 
w-as 
j 10 enemy planes certainly downed, 
land another 10 possibly. 
Thirty enemy aircraft took part 
in this attack, definitely losing one- 
third of their strength, and pos­ 
sibly two-thirds. 
Biggest Raid 
In the early morning hours be­ 
fore dawn. Japanese escorted bomb­ 
ers staged their biggest moonlight 
raid of the war. coming over in six 
waves in an attack that lasted for 
four hours.

SILVER TO RESCUE 


Americans who have been prone to question the wisdom of the 
government s silver purchase program, which last year involved 139,- 
900.000 ounces and was the smallest since the inauguration of 
the 
policy, will be reassured upon learning that the nation's huge store of 
silver is proving a vital resource in the armament program. 
The 1941 acquisitions are estimated to have brought holdings of the 
United States, including coin in circulation, to 3.280,000,000 ounces on 


December 31. 
Recent research has discovered many industrial uses of silver which 
are revolutionary. Silver and its alloys are helping build battleships, 
bombs, guns, shells, tanks, torpedoes, trucks and airplanes. An example 
of the newly-found value of the metal is in airplanes where silver bearings 
make passible increased speed and withstand shock and vibration. 
Chief industrial use of silver is in solder where it joins metal so 
firmly that the joint Ls stronger than the original metal. As a result 
of thus development the manufacture of a variety of machines and 
parts if greatly facilitated. 
In both Europe and Japan the supply of silver is limited and Axis 
countries have been able to make Jittle use of these developments. M ajor 
world producer of silver is Mexico, which in 1941 had an output of 
79,000,000 ounces 
The United 
States produced 70,000.000 ounces and 
Canada 22,000.000 ounces.

"The certificate will be a pro­ 
tection to the aliens of German, 
Japanese or Italian descent and will 
facilitate matters in connection with 
travel and other permits, passes and 
exemptions which n ay. from tune * 
to time, be granted to individual- 
persona in accordance with rules 
and regulafoiis. The certificate will 
serve different purposes than the 
alien registration receipt card here­ 
tofore issued,” Hanna pointed out.

Bearing in mind the fact that 
Straus is a Jew. a responsible of­ 
ficial, with a chuckle, said there 
was some merit in the thought that 
Straus be placed in charge of these 
Nazis. 
It was described, in fact, as 
a very pious thought. 
Through the activities of the F B I. 
and the Immigration services, the 
government already has acquired a 
number of these prisoners and in­ 
ternees and expects to acquire more. 
At the White House, it was said 
President Roosevelt had 
not

formally accepted Straus’ resigna­ 
tion £rom the housing authority but 
it was stated he intends to do so.

Are Planned 


Pennsylvania State College 
To Start New Night Pro­ 
gram Here Soon 


New Castle will be amons the 150 
towns and cities in the state in 
which the Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege will offer a new program of 
free government courses to train >'t*ars hi 
tio.i c o ntinu ed 
to serve a 
lim ited 


granted a charter and the associa­ 
tion subsequently began its opera­ 
tion. Its first officers were: John W. 
Taylor, president; W. T, Daugherty, 
secretary, and Charles A. McCready, 
treasurer. 
The tint meeting at which share 
payments were accepted was held 
in the basement of the Fir t Chris­ 
tian church, November 4th, 1887. 
The first loan was for $200 and 
made to Robert Close on the security 
of his home. 
APer the first few meetings of 
tlie group, it was decided to meet 
a* the office of the City of New 
Castle Water Co. once each month 
for the collection of payments on 
loans and savings. This type ol op­ 
eration continued until March, 1895. 
when the association’s quarters were 
moved to the Guardian building on 
Neshannock avenue. 
In 1903 another move was made, 
this tim£ to the Dean block on 
Croton avenue. During the next 22

40 new class centers will be estab­ 
lished in addition to those in 100 
towns and cities where the current 
program is now in its final weeks. 
A state-wide survey of 650 major 
industries, including those in the 
New Castle district. was made by 
Penn State representatives during 
January to determine the exact la­ 
bor needs of war plants in this area. 
The courses to be offered in New 
Castle were selected on the basis of 
this survey, Mr. Keller said. 
Mam 
centers will offer instruction in such 
specialized 
fields as refrigeration 
raoio. illumination, plastics, apd mo­ 
tor freight, in addition to general 
courses in engineering, science, and 
management. 
Special emphasis in the new pro­ 
gram will be on the training of 
women to replace men called for 
military service, Mr. Keller said At­ 
tention is also being given to the 
retraining oi non-defense workers 
faced with possible “priorities 
employment". 
The classes to be given in New 
Castle are under the Engineering, 
Science, and Management Defense 
training 
program 
of 
the 
United 
States Office of Education. 
The 
only cost to those enrolled will be 
for texts and deposits. 
Classes will 
meet twice weekly at night and will 
continue for an average of 16 weeks 
Registration dates in New Castle 
will be announced 
within a few 
days, Mr. Keller said.

History Of Association 
As we survey this building today, 
we pause to pay tribute to those 
farsighted pioneers who better than 
a half century ago caught the vision 
of a thriving industrial community 
in this valley at the junction of the 
rivers. They realized that along with 
this new growth there would come 
to this district 
thrifty men and 
women, interested in savings and 
home ownership 
These m n labored unceasingly to 
complete organization of the New 
Castle Mutual Building and Loan 
association. Their effort> were re­ 
warded, for on September 29rh, 1887. 
th? governor of the commonwealth

It was in the year 1924 that the 
management felt

In spite of a severe depression 
during the early and middle thirties 
progress continued. It was during 
this period that the management 
took steps to provide the association 
w’ith the modern tools for operation 
and to secure for*it all the improve­ 
ments and benefits in the savings 
and loan field. 
First came fhe membership in the 
Federal Home Loan Bank System 
which acts as a reservoir of credit 
for savings and loan associations. 
Then came the insurance up to $5,- 
000 00 of each individual sharehold­ 
er’s account in the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corporation, 
thus providing safety and security 
lor every investor. At the time of the 
insurance of accounts. May 23. 1935, 
up- the association's assets totaled $!.- 
200,000 
The years from 1935 *o 1940 were 
ones of progress and advancement. 
During tins period the m anagement 
made a careful study and investiga­ 
tion of Federal Savings and Loans 
and early m 1940 came to the con­ 
clusion 
hat the scope of the insti­ 
tution s service coula be broadened 
and the best interests of the share* 
holdeis served by relinquishing the 
association’s state charter and be- 
; coming a federal savings and loan 
j association.
